KINGSTON — A battle ov er the fate 
of the hou se at 20 John St., thou gh it is 
only one of dozens of Kingston bu ildings 
designated historically important, tells in 
a microcosm the story of historic preser­ 
v ation 
itself. W hat happens to the 
dilapidated two-story wooden hou se will 
be an important test of the Kingston 
Landmark 
Preserv ation 
Commission’s 
ability and strength to fu nction and of the 
su pport can get from other city agencies 
and the commu nity . 
As a fight shapes u p arou nd its fate, the 
hou se in sev eral way s is becoming a 
landmark of another sort — a precedent 
by which the power of a grou p like the 


KLPC may be fu rther defined 
Cast as interpreter of society ’s need to 
preserv e bu ildings and sites of the past, 
the KLPC has decided the hou se at 20 
John St. mu st be sav ed in it* present 
location. 
Bu t, on the side of indiv idu al property 
owner’s right*, is the Kingston Tru st Co., 
owner of the hou se, which has decided to 
pu t a blacktop driv eway throu gh the 
bu ilding. 
With the two sides deadlocked since 
Ju ne ov er whether the bank can demolish 
.it, the hou se sits rotting in the elements. 
Architect George V. Hu tton Jr., chair­ 
man of the KLPC, said the hou se is 
important for two reasons — its own 
architectu ral v alu e as a hou se bu ilt 
arou nd 18 30, the late Federal period, and 


its location on the street between bu ild­ 
ings from earlier and later periods. 


“It bridges a gap between the materials 
and sty le of a colonial settler and the 
more afflu ent and elegant architectu re of 
the mid-19 th centu ry ,” Hu tton wrote in 
a KLPC report on the hou se. 


William H. Stev ens, president of King­ 
ston Tru st Co., said the bank needs only 
the land on which the hou se sits. As 
another access to the bank’s parking lot 
behind 20 John St., a driv eway throu gh 
the property wou ld greatly redu ce traffic 
congestion on Fair and Main streets as 
well as benefit the bank’s bu siness, 
Stev ens said.

Rockefeller sidestepped an 
opportunity Sunday to make 
the customary party unity 
pledge, saying he could not 
picture the nomination going 
to anyone but President Forcl. 
The refusal to swear his loy­ 
alty to the party recalled some 
of the independent Rockefeller 
stands that have enraged par­ 
ty faithful in the past. One 
major sore spot was his de­ 
cision to skip active campaign­ 
ing for the 1964 ticket, headed 
by conservntive Sen. Barry 
Goldwater. 
During a televised interview 
( N B C - TV ’s 
“ Meet the 
Press ’), Rockefeller refused to 
answer questions on whether 
or not he would campaign for 


theirs, Ford was fighting the 
most 
serious 
challenge 
for 
nomination that any incum­ 
bent GO P president has faced 
in this century, and still strug­ 
gling to gain control of his own 
party. 
Hours before the showdown 
began, and months after his 
first primary election, the UPI 
delegate count showed Ford 
falling a tantalizing five votes 
short of the 1,130-vote majori­ 
ty he needs to win on the first 
ballot. 
Reagan, tanned, relaxed and 
seemingly confident he would 
ultimately prevail, probed for 
weakness in the President’s 
ranks to bolster his 1,038-vote 
total. 


the national ticket if Reagan 
were the delegates’ choice in 
Wednesd ay ’s nom ination 
showdown. 
‘‘That’s a totally academic 
question,” he said. He said he 
would not respond to queries of 
that type. 
He also said a Ford-Reagan 
ticket would be “ inconceivable 
to me.” 
Both Ford and Reagan have 
said they would support and 
campaign 
for the eventual 
nominee. 
Rockefeller said he is con­ 
vinced Ford will carry the 
GOP standard. At the same 
time, he again ruled himself 
out as a possible running 
mate. 
The conservative wing of the 
GOP has clashed with Rock­ 
efeller throughout his political 
career. It was that opposition 
that played a key factor in his 
decision 
last 
November to 
withdraw from consideration 
for the 1976 vice presidential 
spot. 


"Can we win it?” Reagan 
asked on arrival by chartered 
jet Sunday afternoon. "Yes, it 
would be easier on the second 
ballot but, yes, we can win on 
the first ballot." 
So seriously did Ford regard 
Reagan’s challenge that 
he 
broke tradition and flew in 
from Washington before the 
convention began He greeted 
a cheering, chanting throng 
awaiting him at the Crown 
Center Hotel and went im­ 
mediately to his $3A0-a-day 
rooftop suite to start tele­ 
phoning stray delegates. 
"This is the kind of en­ 
thusiasm that will give us a 
victory on Wednesday night," 
Ford told his boosters, swelter­ 
ing in the muggy August heat. 
The 30-vote Mississippi del­ 
egation, the largest single un­ 
committed bloc at the conven­ 
tion, was crucial to Ford's 
hopes. He sent Sen, Howard 
H. Baker, R-Tenn,, who key­ 
notes the convention tonight 
and is one of Ford’s leading 
prospects for a running mate, 
to urge the Mississippians to 
“ vote your conscience." 
But they also wanted to hear 
from Reagan, whom they fa­ 
vored until he tapped liberal 
Sen. Richard Schweicker of 
Pennsylvania. So they post­ 
poned until Tuesday — and 
K 
issibly until a few hours 
*fore the presidential ballot­ 
ing begins Wednesday night — 
any decision on abandoning 
their self-imposed unit rule. 


If it 
did, 
the delegation 
would vote according to indi­ 
vidual members’ preference 
on the first ballot rather than 
as a bloc reflecting the majori­ 
ty. That way, said Ford sup­ 
porter Gil Carmichael, 
the 
President would get a solid 16- 
vote majority in Mississippi 
and capture the nomination, 
"They are reluctant king­ 
makers,” said Harry Dent, 
F o r d ’s 
ch ie f 
S o u t h e r n 
strategist, of the Mississippi- 
ans. 
"They don’t want to 
break Reagan's hack." 
Ford scored several new pre­ 
liminary procedural tests Sun­ 
day. The most important saw 
the convention rules commit­ 
tee reject, 59 to 44, a Reagan 
bid to force Ford to announce 
his choice of a running mate 
Wednesday morning, about 12 
hours before the first balloting 
for 
the 
presidential 
nomi­ 
nation. 
But that did not end the 
President’s problems. 
Reagan's campaign director, 
John P. Sears, promptly an­ 
nounced Reagan will carry the 
rules fight — and possibly 
some platform issues - to the 
convention floor "so that eve­ 
rybody will be able to see 
where our strength lies." 
Sears' strategy is to pressure 
Ford into disclosing a running 
mate 
in 
advance 
of 
the 
Wednesday night balloting in 
the belief that whoever it is 
will cost Ford a few precious 
votes here and there. 


Falling that, Sears hopes at 
least to show the delegates 
some persuasive new evidence 
that Reagan is a winner worth

Another wild card in the 
suspenseful power struggle was 
Sen. James L. Buckley, the 
New York conservative 
Or­ 
ganizers of a Draft Buckley for 
President Committee said he , 
probably will decide by Tuea- •

One of the organizers. Rep. 
Philip Crane, R-Ill., originally 
a Reagan backer, said Buckley 
could get about 20 scattered 
delegate votes on the first 
ballot. But if by the time

balloting begins “ this thing 
hasn't gotten off the ground, 
then I’m going to vote for 
Ford.” 
Ford’s aides said he still had

made no decision on a running

mate. But the President in­ 
dicated in an interview with 
the Chicago Tribune that he

than the controversial John B. 
Connally of Texas — someone 
who "would strengthen the 
party and 
prevent any

Sears said Ford would have 
Reagan’s support if he won the 
nomination, but that "under 
no circumstances...absolutely 
not" would Reagan accept a 
Ford offer to be his running 
mate.

He 
gav e my father a foolscap pad and a pen. 
"I hav e some laboratory work to do," he

healthy .” 
"Su re, doc." My father ran throu gh the 
file of friends. Most of the heav y weights, 
men and women, were dead. He cou ld 
think of two names. One was a diabetic 
a nd one had su stained two heart attack s. 
T hat day , he altered his eating habits. 
In one y ear, he was down to 154 pou nds. 
He look ed old and felt great. He was 8 5 
and sk inny when he died of a cardiac 
arry thmia.

Gene Kroll and I u sed to go on high 
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protein diets. We enjoy ed watching each 
other su ffer. Both of u s were abou t the 
same size - 5 feet, 71/2 inches - and the 
same weight, 18 4. When we reached 165, 
we went off the diet with a fanfare, lik e 
dru nk s who swear off booze du ring Lent. 
This time I was determined to change 
my eating habits forev er. I cu t ou t all 
bread, all spaghetti, all potatoes, all 
grav y . That was it. In an agonizingly slow 
fashion, my weight dropped from 18 4 to 
159 . The 25-pou nd k napsack is gone. This 
morning I weighed 161, the resu lt of a 
homemade, deep-dish blu eberry pie. Kel­ 
ly doesn’t lik e it. I ate all of it.

Jack ie Gleason u sed to go on crash 
diets.

270. As he pointed ou t, the one in the 
middle took an awfu l beating becau se it 
cau ght him on the way u p and on the way 
down. 
The fattest person of all time was 
Robert E. Hu ghes of Monticello, Illinois. 
At birth he weighed l l 1i pou nds. At the 
age of six he weighed 203. At 13, he was 
546. At 18 , Hu ghes got on a tru ck scale 
and tipped it at 69 3, and by 25 he was u p 
to 8 9 6. 
At the age of 32, Mr. Hu ghes weighed 
1,041 pou nds. Walk ing to the bathroom 
hs crack ed both of his insteps. He died 


that y ear and they bu ried him in some­ 
thing that look ed lik e a box for a concert 
piano. His heart cov ered ov er half the 
distance of his 124-inch chest.

I am a fiend for dessert. I hav e k nown 
some which can destroy a man one sit­ 
ting. The lau rel mu st go to Jimmy Di 
Nicola, whose eatery at the Beach Clu b 
serv es a sou pbowl fu ll of soft v anilla ice 
cream, topped with fru its and whipped 
cream. 
All of this is instant destru ction. I 
phoned Dr. Lester Keiser and ask ed if 
there is any harm in dreaming abou t 
bsau tifu l, fattening food. “It all de­ 
pends," he said. “Weigh y ou rself after 
each dream .” ... 


Jury Still 
Out On 
Co nna lly 


KANSAS CITY — Only John Connal- 
Iv wou ld try to tu rn a bribery trial into 
a political asset. He is k nown on the 
political hu stings as the fastest jaw in the 
west. W ith characteristic blu ff, Big John 
has contended that his integrity has now 
been prov en in cou rt. 
His su pporters, pick ing u p the line, 
hav e pu blished a brochu re declaring: 
“Certainly , no other presidential con­ 
tender can boast an acq u ittal for su ch 
seriou s chargee " 
Bu ) the ju ry , which fou nd Connally 
inno cem of tak ing a bribe, did not ex actly 
pronou nce him pu re as the driv en snow, 
We hav e tried to find ou t what the ju ry 
really thou ght of Big John It wasn’t an 
easy story to crack . Ju dge George Hart 
sealed the names of the ju rors to protect 
them, he told u s, from being “bothered 
and heck led by the news media." The 12 
ju rors themselv es made a pact nev er to 
discu ss their deliberations. 
We hav e managed, nev ertheless, to 
locate most of the ju rors. Becau se Connal­ 
ly has tried to mak e more of the acq u ittal 
than they intended, sev eral of them spok e 
to u s abou t what happened inside the ju ry 
room All ex cept foreman Dennis O Toole 
ask ed u s to withhold their names. In tact, 
the ju rors referred to one another by 
nu mbers rather than names. 
It took them more than fiv e hou rs to 
agree u pon Connally ’s innocence. They 
sat arou nd a rectangu lar table in a blank , 
windowless room. One by one, the ju rors 
ex pressed thsir v iews. 
Then they took the first v ote. Only one 
ju ror, a black man, felt Connally was 
gu ilty . A few had dou bts. A slight majori­ 
ty v oted for acq u ittal. 
In the discu ssions that followed, sev eral 
ju rors wanted to rev iew the financial 
testimony . They fou nd it confu sing. I hey 
also had trou ble u nderstanding the White 
Hou se tapes These contain a damning 
conv ersation between John Connally and 
Richard Nix on on milk prices. 
Connally told Nix on that the dairy men 
were “amassing an enormou s amou nt of 
money that they ’re going to pu t into 
political activ ity v ery frank ly ." 
The blu nt Tex an, then Nix on's treasu ry 
secretary , adv ised Nix on to grant the 
dairy men a price increase, “lf y ou don’t,” 
said Connally , "y ou 'v e cost y ou rself some 
money .” 
Later he stressed again “You 're in this 
for ev ery thing y ou can get ou t of it.” 
Bu t not all the ju rors got the conv ersa­ 
tion straight. As one recalled: “We cou ld 
ju st hear these things lik e ‘Yes, John ... 
W hat's that ... Ok ay ... Blah ... Blah ... 
Blah.’” 
One of the women on the ju ry com­ 
plained that the sou nd hu rt her ears. The 
ju rors saw written transcripts of some, 
bu t not all, of the Nix on-Connally dis­ 
cu ssion 
Foreman O'Toole, su mmarizing his im­ 
pression, told u s he heard “a lot of Tex as 
wheeling and dealing.” Some of the u n­ 
decided ju rors also ex pressed concern 
abou t the cozy relationship between Con­ 
nally and the milk produ cers. A cou ple of 
ju rors feared this might hamper Connally 
if he shou ld ev er become president. 
It 
was 
probably 
ev angelist 
Billy 
Graham, according to ju ry sou rces, who 
h e lpe d C onna lly th e m ost. T he 
ev angelist’s testimony , as a character 
witness for Connally , impressed some of 
the ju rors deeply . 
One ju ror was influ enced by the con­ 
trast between Connally and his accu sor, 
Jak e Jacobsen, She said that Connally 
alway s look ed Jacobsen in the ey e bu t 
that Jacobsen look ed away . 
She 
was 
impressed 
fav orably 
by 
Connally ’s 
impassiv e, 
straightforward 
manner, 
u nfav orably 
by 
Jacobsen’s 
"shady ” appearance. 
At one point, she rem em bered , 
Connally ’s wife shook ber head as if to say 
"No, No, No” while Jacobsen was testi­ 
fy ing. The incident stu ck in the ju ror’s 
mind. 
Other ballots were tak en u ntil all the 
u ndecided ju rors v oted for acq u ittal. Bu t 
the lone black man refu sed to change his 
v ote The other ju rors became annoy ed 
with him and pressed him to ex plain his 
reserv ations. Defensiv ely , he wou ld ask to 
see the ev idence. At one point, he had a 
stack of testimony a foot high in front of 
him. 
The holdou t was shu nted to a chair 
nex t to the foreman so they cou ld go ov er 
the testimony together, page by page. 
Finally , the ju dge sent in word that it was 
dinner time and that the ju rors cou ld 
come back after dinner for another hou r 
of deliberation. 
The ju rors ask ed for 20 minu tes to mak e 
a last try before dinner. The holdou t had 
a small su itcase, as if he ex pected to be 
seq u estered. 
Bu t 
he 
merely 
leafed 
throu gh 
a 
few 
pages 
of testimony , 
shru gged su bmissiv ely and said he wou ld 
accept acq u ittal. 
Afterward, O’Toole ex plained: “Ou r 
v erdict meant not that we had fou nd 
necessarily that John Connally was inno­ 
cent bu t, rather, not gu ilty based on the 
case presented to u s.” 
Footnote: Last month we raised q u es­ 
tions abou t two minu tes that were miss­ 
ing from the W atergate tapes su bmitted 
to the Hou se Impeachment Committee. 
The two minu tes were contained in a 
priv ate conv ersation between Connally 
and Nix on We reported that committee 
members believ ed Connally had dis­ 
cu ssed the milk deal in confidence with 
the former President. Connally , blasting 
u s by name, called the report "a total 
distortion of the facts." He had spok en to 
the President abou t rev enu e sharing, he 
said We hav e now obtained a transcript 
of the my steriou s two minu tes. Part of it 
is garbled, and Connally seemed to talk 
in code after an u nidentified intru der, 
apparently a White Hou se steward, en­ 
tered the Ov al Office. 
Connally said he wou ld “ mak e su re 
that there s a v ery su bstantial allocation 
of oil in Tex as that will be at y ou r 
discretion ” Bu t the prev iou s conv ersa­ 
tion had been abou t milk , not oil. It 
appears that Connally , speak ing in code 
in front of the intru der, was promising 
Nix on a "su bstantial” contribu tion from 
Tex as dairy men. 
Responded Nix on: “This is a, this is a 
cold political deal They ’re v ery tou gh 
political operators." W hether the two 
men were talk ing abou t oil or milk , it 
certainly had nothing to do with rev enu e 
sharing

Illegitimacy Cau ses In stab ility, S tu d y Fin d s 
Child Befo re Ma rria g e? 


W ASHINGTON (UPI) 
— Women who have chil­ 
dren before getting married 
have less stable marriages 
than worr^n who marry 
first, the Tensus Bureau 
said today. 
- 
In a special report, the 
agency s%ld even women 
who married in time to 
avoid an illegitimate birth 
have more marital stability. 
"Marriages of women who 
have had a child before 
marriage 
are much 
less 
stable than those of women 
who are not premaritally 
pregnant,” it said.. 
Among women who mat- 
ried between 1965 and 1969, 
77.3 per cent of those who 
had a child before marriage 
were still living with their 
first husband at the time of 
the 1970 census or were liv­ 
ing apart from their hus­ 
band for reasons other than 
marital disruption. 
'Amoftg women who were 
not premaritally pregnant, 
about 9 1.4 per cent were 
either living with their hus­ 
band or had a husband 


absent for reasons other 
than separation, divorce or 
widowhood. The record for 
pregnant women who mar­ 
ried before the child was 
bom was about the same. 
"The general pattern of 
greater stability of marriage 
among women who were not 
premaritally pregnant and 
less stability among women 
who had children before 
marriage applies to whites 
as well as blacks and to 
women married in 1965 to 
1969 as well as to women 
married in 1950 to 19 54,” 
fhe report said. 
The report also said 10.1 
per cent of first births 
among whites and 52.6 per 
cent among blacks were re­ 
ported illegitimate in 1969. 
Young, never-m arried 
mothers were more likely to 
either give up their children 
for adoption or place them 
with relatives or foster care, 
it said. In general, black 
mothers were more likely to 
keep their children than 
whites, “perhaps because 


foster homes or adoption 
prospects may be harder to 
find,” 
Marriage prospects are 
not necessarily reduced be­ 
cause a woman has a child 
while single, the Census Bu­ 
reau said. In fact, the life­ 
time probabilities of mar­ 
riage were greater among 
women 
who had 
babies 
while single than women 
who stayed childless. 
Other findings: Women 
with five or more years of 
college had slightly higher 
rates of births before mar- 
than 
women 
who 
their college educa­ 
tion after four years; white 
women whose husbands are 
nonfarm laborers and black 
women whose husbands are 
farm workers typically have 
the highest rates of pre- 
maritally 
conceived 
first 
births; and women in cen­ 
tral cities were less suc­ 
cessful in avoiding births 
before marriage than wom­ 
en in other city areas and 
rural areas.

Martian Pu zzle S tu d ied 


PASADENA, Calif. (UPI) 
— The Viking lander’s biology 
package rested today while 
project scientists prepared a 
control experiment on ster­ 
ilized soil on Mars and Earth 
laboratories tried to reproduce 
the robot's strange findings. 
Ames Research Center, a 
NASA agency in Mountain 
View, Calif, was testing Earth 
soils against a manufactured 
Martian atmosphere in an at­ 
tempt to get the same results 
w hich 
puz z le d pnoject 
biologists. 
Much of the research which 
lad to the development of the 
Viking biology unit was car- 
Had out at Ames under the 
direction of Dr. Harold Klein, 


■ 
the chief project biologist. 
Similar 
experiments 
also 


* * were being done in Houston, 
Tex., 
matching Earth and 
lunar soils against results send 
back from the Martian sur­ 
face. 
A small bit of red Martian 
soil, distributed among the 
biology and other instruments, 
showed a surprising release of 
oxygen in one test, and a high 
radioactive curve in another. 
Scientists said at first it 
could be early signs of some 
,-Weath er— 


form of life, but later said the 
r e s u lts prob a b ly w ere 
chemical and nonbiological. 
In another test, which looks 
for 
organic 
material 
that 
would indicate past life forms, 
no complex carbon molecules 
were found. On Earth, such 
molecules are the building 
blocks of all life. 
But a top NASA scientist 
said the search for Martian life 
"will take a while to sort out. 
“We’ve really got a new 
planet on our hands," Dr. 
Richard Young, NASA's chief 
planetary biologist told UPI. 
Chemical reactions on Mars 
have been different from the 
standard chemistry found on 
EartK and, he said, there may 
be a different relationship also 
between biological forms and 
soil on the red planet. 
Dr. 
Gerald 
Soffen, 
chief 
project scientist, said they 
fbund several surprises in the 
Martian dust. 
"We expected to have very 
little activity in biology and a 
lot of activity in organics,” he 
said. 
"We found a lot of activity in 
biology (experiments) — I 
don’t know what it means — 


but very little organics, if 
cj 
any.” 
Viking 2 was orbiting the 
planet every 27.4 hours, taking 
pictures of possible landing 
sites for its lander, scheduled 
to touchdown between Sept. 3 
and 6 in one of three possible 
areas 
A quick trim maneuver was 
made Saturday and mission 
control said the orbit was off of 
its targeted time by only one 
one-thousandths of an hour.

TOKYO (UPI) _ Former 
Premier Kakuei Tanaka, the 
rags-to-riches politician who 
headed Japan's government 
from 1972 to 1974, was in­ 
dicted today on a charge of 
accepting a $1.67 million bribe 
from the Lockheed Aircraft 
Corp. 
He is the first premier in 
Japan’s history to be indicted 
for corruption while he was in 
office. 
The indictment by the To­ 
kyo District Prosecutor’s office 
accused Tanaqa, 58 , of accept­ 
ing the bribe in return for 
helping Lockheed sell 21 of its 
Tristar jets to All Nippon Air­ 
ways, Japan’s largest domestic 
airline. 
A second count charged the 
stocky, gravel-voiced politi­ 
cian with violating Japan’s 
foreign currency control law, 
which requires all payments of 
money to Japanese by for­ 
eigners be reported to the gov­ 
ernment. 
Shortly after he was arrested 
July 27, Tanaka resigned from 
the ruling Liberal Democratic 
party, which he long domi­ 
nated and in which he still 
w ielded considerable in­ 
fluence. 
Tanaka allegedly received 
the Lockheed money through 
th e 
M a r u b e ni 
C or p. , 
Lockheed’s official sales agent 
in Japan, in 1973 and 1974 
while he was still premier. 
Three Marubeni Corp. ex­ 
ecutives have also been in­ 
dicted in connection with the 
scandal. 
Tanaka was arrested by a 
special police and prosecution 
team set up by the Ministry of 
Justice on orders of Premier 
Takeo Miki. 
The former premier, who 
once lived in a spacious Tokyo 
mansion, now is housed in a 
40square-foot cell in the 
sweltering Tokyo Detention 
Center.

CHICAGO (UPI) - Despite 
recent reports, alcoholics 
should not resume drinking, 
not even mod irately, the Jour­ 
nal of the American Medical 
Association says. 
Dr. Vemelle Fox. of Alcohol­ 
ism Services, Long Beach, 
Calif., challenged the findings 
of the research groups in an 
editorial in this week's journal. 
Some people some day may be 
able to start drinking again, 
Fox said, but “it is very unsafe 
to advocate any treatment 
goal except abstinence.” 
"It is imperative that we 
continuously bear in mind 
that abstinence is not the only 
evidence of improvement to be 
measured, and that we cannot 
‘cop out’ on our responsibility 
to treat these patients if they 
do not achieve this treatment 
goal immediately or complete­ 
ly,” his editorial said. 
"Alcoholism is a complex set 


of disorders manifested by 
abusive drinking. It can be the 
result of cultural dependency, 
physicial addiction, or psy­ 
chological dependency on the 
drug. By the time most people 
suffer enough to overcome the 
stigma surrounding the illness 
and look for help, they have 
some of all three dependencies 
at work.” 
Patients are few in number 
who after treatment are able to 
drink without losing control, 
the editorial said, and they 
were not physically addicted 
to alcohol.

The bank has even offered to 
move the house to another 
location at its own expense, 
Stevens said. That offer was 
made to Friends of Historic 
Kingston, a private group ne­ 
gotiating to take over the 
building so that it may be 
renovated and put back into 
use. 
Moving the house would be 
unacceptable, the KLPC has 
decided, because the house 
would be damaged and its 
locational value would be lost 
forever. 
Since the bank’s application 
for demolition approval came 
to and was rejected by the 
KLPC through letters, Stevens 
said Kingston Trust never has 
been given a hearing before the 
commission. 
“I feel our problem and our 
position is not really being 
listened to,” Stevens said. 
The house was given an his­ 
toric designation by the KLPC 
six years ago. before the bank 
purchased the property for 
some $10,000. 
According to the local law 
setting up the KLPC, it must 
approve any changes to the 
building so that its historical 
essence can be maintained. 
Another local law gives the 
KLPC certain powers over the 
eight uptown blocks known as 
the Stockade Area, an historic

The KLPC "hasn’t been ar­ 
bitrary or capricious” with the 
50 or so buildings to which it 
has given historic designation, 
Hutton said.

home, Mrs. Graham said. 
"This has been such a long 
and drawn-out affair, that 
house has become dilapidated. 
This is terrible," Mrs. Graham 
said.
